Three annexes ‘to the recently 
passed Defence of the Realm Act 
were published on Friday, the most 
important one being the definition 
of the “strategic key industries.” 
Practically every industry in Cze- 
choslovakia is declared to be “of 
military Importance, all. basic In- 
dustries coming under this cate- 
gory. The law also-affects all ‘gas, 
water and electricity works and all 
transport undertakings, ‘all hos- 
Pitdls and similar institutions and 
the organisations for the purchase 
éf raw vmaterial, 

The industries coming’ under the 
law may not employ foreigners 
without first obtaining the permis- 
sion’ of the military -authorittes, 
which can be withdrawn at any 
time without reason given. Nor may 
‘they employ persons, designed as 
“politically unreliable” by the au- 
thorities. If a proprietor, upon 
being informed that an employee 
Is “politically unreliable,” does not 
immediately dismiss him, his busi- 
ness may be taken out of his hands 
by the state. : 

The special provisions affecting

In the course of the Investtizar 
tion of the shooting of Mr. Kayau, 
thirty or forty Chinese coolies who 
were sleeping on the pavement 
near the place of tragedy, have 
been rounded up for questioning.

It will be located at Chingliang- 
shan, a huly region in Nanking. 
The "construction . work started 
sometime. ago, ts expected to be 
completed in the summer of 1937. 
When completed, the “Lab” will 
easily be the largest of its kind 
in China, It will boast of every 
facility to solve problems connect- 
“ed with projects for the improve- 
ment of river conditions in thts 
country, : 


A MODEL ONE 

Pending the completion of the 
jaboratory, the N.E.C. has a small 
research station'in the National 
_Central University to handle such 
hydraulic problems ds awaiting 
immediate solution. Undér the, 
, able directorship of Mr. N. A, Van- 
‘gen. Heuvel,.a Dutch hydraulic ex- 
pert, who fs ably assisted by seve- 
Tal Chinese engineers, the station 
has during the last five months 
conducted fruitful experiments on 
problems, connected with various 
improvement projects on the 
Yangtze and with thd scheme for 
a sluice along the Hwal River.
